Manhattan Tax Day 'tea party' draws hundreds of protestors

An event planned on a whim brought big re- 
sults for one K- State student Wednesday. 

One night in March, Matt Pennell, freshman 
in secondary education, decided to set up a Tax 
Day Tea Party protesting excessive government 
spending, and a month later, several hundred pro- 
testers gathered at the Riley County Courthouse 
with him. 

"I just decided one night to do it and post- 
ed it on taxdayteaparty.com, and it just went from 
there," Pennell said. "The night I decided to do 
this, I thought that 40 people would be a suc- 
cess." 

Instead, between 300 and 400 people arrived 
Wednesday afternoon to listen to speeches, hold 
protest signs and throw tea bags into a stock tank 
labeled "Boston Harbor." Kansas Rep. Richard 
Carlson, R-St. Marys, and Dick Miller, the 2008 
Republican candidate for District 67, which in- 
cludes Riley County, spoke to the crowd. 



"We had people from western Kansas, all the 
way from Hays, to people from the far northeast 
corner of Kansas," Miller said. 

Each of the organizers emphasized the grass- 
roots nature of the event. There was no sponsor- 
ing organization, the planning was low-key and 
information was spread mostly over the Internet 
and word of mouth. 

"I know Dick [Miller] and worked with him 
on the election; he saw the announcement on the 
Web site and called me about it," Pennell said. 

Local residents protested a myriad of recent 
actions by the federal government, bringing signs, 
flags and props to make their point. 

"I want to send a message to Washington: No 
more, stop the pork," said Ron Stupfer, a Manhat- 
tan resident who had a large stuffed pig strapped 
on his shoulder. 

Pennell said he is planning more events for 
the future, as well as setting up a Wordpress blog. 
Though there is no set schedule, he said he hopes 
to have another event in June and another on In- 
dependence Day.

Senate 
to vote on 
cabinet,

Student Governing Associ- 
ation's Student Senate is sched- 
uled to discuss five pieces of leg- 
islation at its weekly meeting to- 
night, with senators set to vote 
on all five. 

Two resolutions will be to 
approve the appointments of 
committee chairs and cabinet 
members. Two more resolu- 
tions will appoint one senator 
to serve on the Union Govern- 
ing Board and two senators to 
serve on the KSDB-FM Adviso- 
ry Board. 

For final action, senators 
will vote on a resolution to sup- 
port an increase in Pell Grants. 

"From the year 2000 to 
the year 2008, the maximum 
Pell Grant amount a student 
could qualify for increased from 
$3,300 to $4,731, which is only 
a 43 -percent increase," the reso- 
lution reads. 

A copy of the resolution 
will be sent to U.S. Representa- 
tives Jerry Moran, Lynn Jenkins, 
Dennis Moore, Todd Tiahrt and 
U.S. Senators Pat Roberts and 
Sam Brownback, among oth- 
ers. 

Senators will also com- 
mend Andrew McGowan on 
his selection as a Morris K. 
Udall Scholar. 



Students say more 
tax on cigarettes 
not reason to quit

A recent 62-cent increase in the fed- 
eral cigarette excise tax is cause for many 
smokers to reconsider the habit. The fed- 
eral cigarette tax now accounts for $1.01 
of the price of a single pack of cigarettes. 

Smokers are now paying $1.80 in 
taxes to the federal government for every 
20 cigarettes they smoke. For some stu- 
dents, that increased tax has been moti- 
vation to quit or cut back on their ciga- 
rette consumption. 

"I buy less cigarettes," said Mike 
Donovan, sophomore in construction 
science. "But I have mood swings when 
I don't have a cigarette." 

Many students argue the addiction is 
too strong to quit simply because of an 
extra dollar. 

"It just requires a rearranging of your 
budget," said Emily Santacroce, soph- 
omore in history and English. "It's also 
about budgeting your cigarettes." 

There is also a social aspect to smok- 
ing that many people say they are reluc- 
tant to give up. 

"You find smokers are friendly peo- 
ple," said Zachery Roland, senior in com- 
munication studies. "I have met more 
people sitting in front of the [K-State Stu- 
dent] Union, smoking, than I have in any 
of my classes or student organizations. 

"I haven't had the time to look into 
it, but I want to know if it actually goes to 
something productive, or if [the tax has] 
just been increased because the economy 
sucks. I realize it's a sin tax, but I would 
just like to know the money is benefiting 
a social good." 

While smoking-related health issues 
might decrease as a result of less smok- 




ers, critics of the tax claim that a high- 
er cigarette excise tax does not ultimately 
increase tax revenue, the legislature's ul- 
timate justification for the policy. 

"[An Americans for Prosperity- Kan- 
sas] study shows that raising cigarette 
taxes simply drives Kansas consumers to 
other states to purchase tobacco prod-

ucts," said Americans For Prosperity- 
Kansas state director Derrick Sontag. "It 
clearly results in lower cigarette tax rev- 
enues, not because more people are quit- 
ting, but because people go elsewhere to 
avoid paying those higher per-pack tax-

Parents' divorces still affect students as they enter college

When someone mentions college, 
most people picture residence halls, par- 
ties, greek life, athletics and perhaps a 
few classes thrown in the mix. Not many 
people think about the more serious side 
of college life. 

Many college students, however, 
deal with struggles as they work their 
way toward graduation. 

One of the most common "life sit- 
uations" many college students experi- 
ence is dealing with divorce. Different 
people handle divorce in different ways, 
but the fact is everyone who has experi- 
enced the fallout of a divorce enters col- 
lege with some type of reaction to their 
experience. 

Dorinda Lambert, licensed psychol- 
ogist for Counseling Services, said most 
people cope well with divorce by find- 
ing ways to move on with life. Howev- 
er, sometimes the added stress of college 
can trigger reactions to issues students 
consider resolved. 

Some students, like Kelsey O'Hara, 
freshman in electrical engineering, said 
they are glad their parents divorced. 
O'Hara's parents split when she was one 
year old, and she said she believes their 
decision was a good one. 

"Especially as I've grown older, I 
can see that the only reason they even 
get along at all is because of me. They 



just don't have enough in common to be 
still married," O'Hara said. 

For others, divorce has simply be- 
come a fact of life - something that might 
be slightly unpleasant, but still contrib- 
utes to that person's idea of "normal" 
life. 

Xander Anderson (name changed 
for privacy), freshman in civil engineer- 
ing, said he can hard- 
ly imagine a life where 
his parents weren't di- 
vorced. 

"They split up when 
I was eight years old," 
Anderson said, "so they

CARUSO STALKER 
CONVICTED, COMMITTED 

Days after getting slapped 
with a nasty lawsuit by his ex- 
girlfriend, David Caruso is get- 
ting some 
good news. 

An Aus- 
trian court 
on Tuesday 
convicted the 
woman who 
wrote more 
than 120 let- 
ters to the 
"CSI: Miami" Caruso 
star, threaten- 
ing to murder him for declining 
to give her an autograph. 

Per the Austrian Times, 
Judge Giinther Bohler of the 
main court of Innsbruck sen- 
tenced 42-year-old Heidimarie 
Schnitzer to seven months in 




prison followed by a yearlong 
stint in a mental institution. 

When asked by the judge 
what she was thinking when she 
threatened to kill the 53-year- 
old actor, his daughter Greta 
and ex-girlfriend Liza Marquez, 
Schnitzer blamed the Web. 

"It said in the Internet that 
every fan gets an autograph, and 
I wanted one as well. But the 
threatening was just meant as a 
joke. I only wanted to attract at- 
tention," she told the court. 

Schnitzer, an Austrian na- 
tive, disappeared shortly before 
her trial was to start in April 
2008 and went on the lam un- 
til being collared in Mexico last 
month and deported back to 
her home country. 

Earlier, a court-appointed 
psychiatrist testified that Caru- 
so's No. 1 fan had a personality 
disorder, including "strong nar- 
cissistic and antisocial charac- 
teristics," and warned that she 
was capable of victimizing the 
actor again and others, unless 
she received at least a year of 
therapy. 

Schnitzer's attorney, An- 
dreas Grabenweger, has ap- 
pealed the judge's ruling. Car- 
uso's stalker caught a bit of a 
break, as she could have re- 
ceived three years in jail.

Recording customer service calls can be quite effective

I'm so fed up with sales representa- 
tives' lack of assistance over the phone 
that I've recently began my own trick- 
ery. While waiting for a representa- 
tive to take a call, we all hear the same 
warning that the call is being recorded 
for customer service training. This is do- 
ing us no service, however, because cus- 
tomers do not have access to such re- 
cordings, so I suggest you record the 
conversation as well. By placing a digi- 
tal recorder next to the phone's speak- 
er, you are fully able to capture exact- 
ly what is said during a call. This sim- 
ple action saved me more than $150, 
which paid for the cost of the recorder 
and then some. 

Customer service calls almost al- 
ways revolve around a problem with 
billing. Thus begins the endless dance. 
The first representative is usually com- 
petent and understanding, and after lis- 
tening and sympathizing with my expla- 
nation, he or she pounds on the key- 
board and says adjustments have been 
made. When the call ends, there is a 
sense of accomplishment and pride that 
my company took such care in ensuring 
my problem was properly handled. 

All was well until the next bill was 
opened, and I find the changes hadn't 
been applied at all. To add insult to in- 
jury, the company then charged me late 
fees for the portion that was unpaid the 
previous month. 

Yet another call must be made to 
customer service. However, this custom- 
er service representative informed me 
that all charges are legitimate and must 
be paid immediately. When I disagreed, 
I was put on hold and transferred to 
someone else. As the cell phone minutes 
dwindled, I started to think that it would 
have been less stressful to pay the bogus 
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charges and go about my day. 

In this case, I was placed on hold 
and transferred for about 40 minutes. I 
was repeatedly told that nothing could 
be done, but I explained that I was re- 
cording the call, just as I had the first 
call. I politely explained I had no prob- 
lem sending a copy of the recording to 
the company via e-mail so employees 
could verify I had indeed been told the 
billing adjustments had been made, and 
very quickly the tone of the conversa- 
tion changed. 

I was told a manager would call me 
directly and less than 10 minutes later 



the phone rang. Miraculously it could 
all be worked out; not only that, but I 
received additional credit for my time 
and their "computer mishaps." I ended 
the call and finally felt triumphant with 
a customer service agent. I checked the 
bill one month later, and things were 
fine. 

Many customer service represen- 
tatives have fallen into a trap of saying 
what they must to make the customer 
happy and get them off the line, many 
times neglecting what was promised. 

Do yourself a favor and look up the 
company online. Find out what terms 



their employees use, and be sure to re- 
cord their response to each question on 
the phone. The ability to speak to them 
using the correct terms will ensure there 
are no areas of your bill you can be 
duped on. As a member of the "broke- 
college-kid" class, I hope this offers as- 
sistance to others who are battling ques- 
tionable practices. 

Who knew all they needed was a 
taste of their own medicine?

campaign offers valuable lessons for Republicans

Ron Paul is an oddity in American pol- 
itics. The long-time Republican representa- 
tive from Texas has run for president twice 
but under the banner of two different parties 
and 20 years apart. During one period of 
his 2008 Republican campaign for president 
he raised nearly $20 million - more than 
any of his primary opponents. In a game in 
which money is everything, his fundraising 
power should have turned into votes. But 
despite this apparent support, he finished 
in a distant fourth-place among Republican 
nomination contenders. 



This week, Paul is making noise again, 
calling on Congress to use a power that it 
has not wielded since the War of 1812. He 
wants to grant private citizens "Letters of 
Marque and Reprisal," which would pay 
them to arm and hunt down the Somali pi- 
rates, thereby saving the U.S. Navy time and 
money. Like many of his small-government 
proposals, this has garnered praises from 
many conservatives. 

In the 2008 election, Paul's libertarian 
ties obviously struck a tone with some Re- 
publicans who felt the Bush administration 
didn't live up to its party's core values. So 
why didn't he earn more votes? And what 
can we learn from Paul to apply to future 
elections? 

First, Paul was not the right vehicle for 
the messages he promoted. Campaigns are 
largely about personalities, not policies. De- 
spite embodying popular values, Paul's char- 
acter and age were just not right for the na- 
tional stage. It's true Republicans eventual- 
ly nominated the 72 -year-old John McCain 
to be their nominee, but he came off more 



as a kindly grandfather while Paul was more 
like a crazy old uncle. This contrast was es- 
pecially stark as it became obvious that 
the Democrats were going to nominate the 
charismatic Barack Obama. 

Not all of Ron Paul's values were 
popular. He was strongly opposed to the 
Iraq War and was the only 2008 Republi- 
can presidential candidate who had vot- 
ed against it. He is also strongly opposed to 
the Patriot Act and in favor of withdrawing 
from the U.N. and NAFTA. 

Perhaps Paul's biggest problem is the 
fact that he was really more of a Libertarian 
than Republican. At the core of their values, 
most Republicans have some libertarianism 
in them, so Paul was certainly able to appeal 
to those basic beliefs. But Republicans are a 
different party for a reason, and these differ- 
ences were probably just too much for most 
conservatives to stomach. 

A large part of Paul's success as a pres- 
idential candidate was his ability to raise 
money through grassroots fundraising efforts 
on the Internet. On Nov. 5, 2007, a Paul 



Web site raised $4.2 million in a single day. 
But it's not clear that Paul completely un- 
derstood how crucial the Internet would be 
in his campaign initially. 

"My idea was, you had to have some- 
one who was a super expert, who knew how 
to find people," Paul said about his cam- 
paign to the New York Times in 2007. "But 
they found us." It seems that Paul's popular- 
ity online was more of an accident than his 
own doing. 

But certainly there are lessons we can 
learn from Paul. He was the first Republican 
to really use the Internet effectively, some- 
thing that future campaigns must do to win. 

There are policy lessons, too. Prior to 
the last election, the Republican Party was 
no longer the party of small government. 
Perhaps we needed Ron Paul to remind us 
of Republicans' true place in the American 
political spectrum.

Randy Rogers and his band con- 
tinued the Texas music invasion of 
Manhattan with an electrifying perfor- 
mance Wednesday night at the Ware- 
ham Opera House. From the opening 
chords of "Somebody Take Me Home," 
a song covered by Kenny Chesney on 
his "Road and the Radio" album, to 
the end, the Randy Rogers Band kept 
the crowd excited and looking for 
more. 

After 80 Proof and Fat Dixie per- 
formed, promoting their respective 
new CDs, the KXBZ-FM 104.7 ra- 
dio crew introduced the Randy Rogers 
Band to a near-sellout crowd, earn- 
ing the band a rousing ovation. The 
band's unusual combination of rock 
'n' roll rhythms with country instru- 
mentation stood out. 

"I had never heard of the band, 
but they're good, with a good beat," 
said Velora Penick, Manhattan resi- 
dent.

The barefoot walk will 
start at 4 in Bosco Plaza and end in City Park. A 
cookout will follow the event at the park. 

The campaign by TOMS Shoes strives to 
help prevent the spread of podoconiosis, a dis- 



ease also known as elephantiasis when it occurs 
in the feet and legs. Those affected by the dis- 
ease suffer deformity, intense pain and are treat- 
ed as outcasts from society, according to a press 
release distributed by K-State campus intern 
Ashley Kracht. The disease is 100 percent pre- 
ventable by wearing shoes. 

"We are asking that people go barefoot on 
April 16 to represent the millions of kids around 
the world who are still in need of shoes," Kracht, 
sophomore in fine arts, stated in the press re- 
lease. 

Blake Mycoskie founded TOMS Shoes in 



2006 on the premise of "one for one." The com- 
pany gives a pair of shoes to children in need for 
every pair that is purchased. 

Kracht said the company intrigued her after 
first hearing about it. 

"I loved the fact it was such a simple cause - 
giving shoes and giving kids their life back," she 
said. 

Barefoot walk participants will be asked 
to text "PLEDGE" to 75309 in order to record 
the total number in attendance. For each walk 
participant, the band Hanson will donate $1 to 
TOMS Shoes.

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Student examines feminism, friends in 'Sex and the City

While the title of the HBO se- 
ries "Sex and the City" might seem 
self-explanatory, the friendships be- 
tween lead women Carrie, Miran- 
da, Charlotte and Samantha pro- 
vided an opportunity for one In- 
state student to critically examine 
feminism. 

Kellie Meehlhause, graduate 
student in English, said she decid- 
ed to come to K-State because of 
the English department's emphasis 



on cultural studies. 

"For as long as I can remem- 
ber, I've been interested in looking 
at things from a feminist perspec- 
tive," she said. 

Meehlhause said she found 
"Sex and the City" as a different 
way to examine feminism because 
of its popularity. She said she ini- 
tially wanted to write about the sex- 
ual politics of the series, but found 
herself more drawn to the women's 
friendships with each other. 

When researching, Meehl- 
hause discovered that most crit- 



ical feminists' analyses of the se- 
ries glossed over the female friend- 
ships. 

"The women were able to em- 
brace their lifestyles because of 
their friendships with each other," 
she said. "They were able to discuss 
their experiences with each oth- 
er and could talk about whatever 
without restraint." 

Meehlhause described this 
bonding as representative of so- 
cial networking and collective con- 
sciousness emblematic of second- 
wave feminism. 



To collect data for her pa- 
per, Meehlhause said she watched 
"hours and hours" of the show. 

"I had some episodes already 
in mind," she said. "It was just a 
matter of going back and finding 
specific scenes." 

Meehlhause had an oppor- 
tunity to share her research at the 
Southwest Texas Popular Culture 
Association conference in Febru- 
ary. She said she was surprised at 
how responsive people were to her 
presentation. 

"People were entering into a 



conversation with me and sharing 
their own perspective of the show," 
she said. 

At the suggestion of colleagues, 
Meehlhause said she also has de- 
cided to expand her research of 
gender relations through a compar- 
ison of male friendships in HBO's 
series, "Entourage." 

Through the use of popular 
media, Meehlhause said she hopes 
to inspire interest among others to 
examine feminist issues. 

"You don't have to be a schol- 
ar to be a feminist," she said.

Cats sweep Shockers for 1st time since 2005

The No. 21 K-State Wildcats (28-9, 
7-5 Big 12 Conference) swept the Wich- 
ita State Shockers for the first time since 
2005 with a hard-fought 4-3 victory 
Wednesday night. 

Coming off one of the biggest series 
wins in the Brad Hill era against No. 15 
Texas A&M, K-State showed no signs of 
being weary after battering the Shockers 
Tuesday night in Manhattan, and hung 
on Wednesday to sweep Gene Stephen- 
son's pesky squad in Wichita. 

The story of the night for the Wild- 
cats was playing small-ball, capitalizing 
on Shocker mistakes and solid pitching 
from top to bottom. 

Junior starter Ryan Daniel gave the 
Cats a much-needed quality outing as he 
went five innings, giving up three runs on 
six hits while striking out a career-high 
six. Daniel picked up the win to push his 
record to 2-1 on the season. 

The Cats looked as though they 
might run away from the Shockers again 



early on as they tallied single runs in the 
second and third innings and one a piece 
in the fifth and sixth innings to take a 4-0 
lead. 

The second inning run came courte- 
sy of a walk by sophomore Jason King, 
a single by senior catcher Rob Vaughn 
and an RBI-groundout by senior outfield- 
er Jordan Cruz. The damage in the third 
came after a leadoff single by senior Dane 
Yelovich, who proceeded to swipe sec- 
ond and third base and score on an RBI- 
groundout by freshman Nick Martini. 

In the fifth, K-State extended its lead 
with two hits and junior Justin Bloxom 
capitalized after a 2-out Shocker error, 
driving a single through the left side to 
score sophomore Carter Jurica. 

An inning later, the Cats chalked up 
one more run in unusual fashion as they 
scored on two hits, a walk and two bat- 
ters who were hit by pitches. The second 
hit-by-pitch came with Jurica at the plate 
and scored pinch-runner Mike Kindel. 

Daniel, after throwing more than 70 
pitches of no-run baseball through five 
innings, struggled in the sixth as two sin- 



gles and an error chased the junior right- 
hander from the mound. Freshman Evan 
Marshall came on for the second time in 
as many nights and surrendered a run on 
a wild pitch and another on a clean sin- 
gle to cut the Wildcat lead to 4-3. 

However, the Shockers only got one 
runner into scoring position the rest of 
the evening as relievers James Allen and 
Thomas Rooke stifled the Wichita State 
bats for three innings. 

Rooke came on with one out in the 
ninth and proceeded to balk the runner to 
second base. However, he recovered and 
got a foul-out and finished off the Shock- 
ers with a strikeout on three pitches. It 
was the sophomore left-hander's second 
save on the year. 

No Wildcat hitter recorded more 
than one hit but the Cats did steal four 
bases, including two by Yelovich, who 
leads the Big 12 with 17 on the season. 

The Cats will now travel back home 
for a crucial series with the Missouri Ti- 
gers (18-19, 6-9 Big- 12) over the week- 
end. First pitch is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. 
Friday at Tointon Family Stadium. 



Track and field squads head to KU, Louisiana, California

The Wildcats will be led by se- 
nior thrower Loren Groves. Groves, 
an All-American and NCAA Indoor 
Championships participant, has al- 
ready accumulated four region- 



al marks and three individual titles 
during her final outdoor campaign. 
She will compete in the hammer 
throw today at 4:30 p.m. 

While the majority of the Wild- 
cats will remain in the Sunflower 
State, three specialists will take part 
in the LSU Combined Event, pre- 
sented by Louisiana State. In the 
women's competition, junior Steph- 
anie Hejde will participate in her 
first heptathlon of the outdoor sea- 
son. On the men's side, sophomore 
Adam Fretwell and freshman Man- 
tas Silkauskas will compete in the 



decathlon. 

Junior distance runner Beverly 
Ramos is the only K-State represen- 
tative who will make the trip to Cal- 
ifornia for the 51st-annual Mt. SAC 
Relays, presented by Mt. San Anto- 
nio College. The Puerto Rico native 
will compete in the 10,000-meter 
run for the first time in her collegiate 
career. 

All three meets are set to begin 
today. The Kansas Relays will con- 
clude on Saturday, while the LSU 
Combined Event and the Mt. SAC 
Relays will wrap up on Sunday.

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Students: Greek Week suffers from timing

More than 3,000 students are in- 
volved with greek social organizations 
at K-State. Greek organizations are fa- 
mous for their spirit and pride in their 
chapters and their participation in each 
others' events, but participation in 
Greek Week activities pales in compar- 
ison to other events, such as homecom- 
ing. 

Students said the lack of strong 
participation in Greek Week activities 
might have a lot to do with the busy 
schedules many students have in the 
spring. 

"Timing is the biggest problem with 
Greek Week" said Sam McCord, se- 
nior in physical sciences and member 
of Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity. "It's 
spring. It's late in the semester and it's 
hard to motivate people to participate. 
Greek Week doesn't get as much atten- 
tion as homecoming and other events." 

In addition to the scheduling con- 
flicts many students have to contend 
with, the continuity of Greek Week is 
also an issue with many members of the 
greek community. 

"Continuity is really one of the 
biggest overall problems with Greek 
Week," said Justin Bastin, junior in psy- 
chology and family studies and human 
services and president of Pi Kappa Al- 
pha fraternity. "If we had things go- 
ing on continuously it would be easi- 
er for us to participate. Also, it seems 
like [Greek Affairs] changes the sched- 
ule every year." 

McCord said he questions the need 
for a week-long schedule of events. 

"Greek Week could be replaced by 
a really big mega-event," McCord said. 
"A one night all-greek event that in- 
cluded Greek Idol and some of the oth- 
er events followed by a social event - 
like a cookout - would be a great im- 
provement." 

McCord said this would be an easy 
way for many people to attend because

they could mark that single night on 
their calendar and plan accordingly. 

A significant change this year dealt 
with the make-up of the teams. In the 
past, teams were comprised of 3 to 4 
fraternity and sorority chapters that 
competed against other assortments of 
chapters. This year, teams are made up 
of members of individual chapters. 

"Homecoming is more about the 
university; Greek Week is about cele- 
brating being Greek," said Shawn Ea- 
gleburger, assistant director of Greek 
Affairs and Panhellenic Council advis- 
er. "It's a celebration, not a competi- 
tion." 

Megan Dirks, junior in marketing 
and modern languages and president of 
Delta Delta Delta sorority, agreed. 

"There's not a lot of support be- 
tween the houses," Dirks said. 

Many chapters said they have con- 
cerns with the dissemination of infor- 
mation about the week's events. 

"Not knowing what and when the 



events are until two weeks ahead of 
time was a problem," Dirks said. "We 
have senior week going on right now. 
So on top of trying to honor our se- 
niors, we're also trying to participate in 
Greek Week." 

Bastin also said most chapters do 
not really know the details and require- 
ments of events. 

"A lot of girls bought a T-shirt 
thinking that was the way to get [into 
the events]," said Dirks "If we knew 
these things ahead [of time], that would 
be really good." 

In the past, Greek Affairs has re- 
quired participants to purchase and 
wear T-shirts in order to gain entry 
to the events. This year and last year, 
smaller, less expensive trinkets have 
been used to identify participants for 
entry. 

"Last year, we sold buttons. This 
year, we're selling wristbands. We are 
selling less expensive items to increase 
participation," Eagleburger said.

Alltel representative responds to criticism in Collegian column 



Editor, 

This is a response to Jenene Heavey's 
opinion article Wednesday. I've worked 
for the Alltel call center for two years and 
thought a counterpoint would help clear 
some things up. 

All the points she brings up are 
things we deal with on a daily basis. Yes, 
they are two-year contracts, and yes, if 
you break that contract, it's $200. Her 
point about cell phones not being worth 
$300-$400 is incorrect. Alltel does not 



make cell phones, we buy them from var- 
ious manufacturers and offer a cell ser- 
vice on the handset. When Alltel buys the 
phones, we pay $20-$50 less than the list 
price, then offer hundreds of dollars in 
discounts, instant and mail-in. The con- 
tract is for the company to recoup loss- 
es when phones are offered. If you don't 
like the idea of a contract when buying 
a phone, save up and buy it full price. 
There's no contract, and you end up pay- 
ing only $10-$20 more per month.

Fair Trade Awareness: Africa's Sustainabil- 
ity, Together, a 5K "run for a reason" organized 
by K-State students and sponsored by the Episco- 
pal Church Student Group, plans to promote fair 
trade awareness and raise money to support com- 
munity projects in Kenya. 

Valerie Stull, graduate student in public 
health; Courtney Held, junior in dietetics and pub- 
lic health nutrition; and Kiera Evans, campus min- 
istry intern with the Episcopal Campus Student 
Group, have organized "FAAST: Run for a Rea- 
son" to increase the impact of their Kenyan mis- 
sion trip this summer. 

While the event's primary purpose is to raise 
money for Comfort the Children International, a 
Kenyan organization cooperating with K-State, 
the run is also meant to increase awareness about 
fair trade issues. 

As Stull and Held were making plans for their 
upcoming summer trip, Held said she contemplat- 
ed fundraising, which could also raise awareness 
about Africa's sustainability efforts. 

"Courtney had a brilliant idea of organizing 
a run," Stull said. "[This is] a great way to bring 
the community together to do something that is a 
healthy exercise for a reason." 

The event is scheduled at 9 a.m. April 26 at 
Bosco Student Plaza. The individual registration 
fee is $10 and teams of three can register for $25. 
While registration at the event is planned to start 
at 8 a.m., early registration is available at www. 
faastfunrun. wordpress. com . 

During FAAST, participants will also be able 
to buy canvas bags made by women in Maai Maa- 
hiu, Kenya, who learned to sew from the K-State

extension team last summer. Stull said these wom- 
en, who have either mentally or physically dis- 
abled children, had no previous employment un- 
til CTC set up a sewing shop for them. 

"Thanks to CTC, there is also a school next 
door to the sewing shop," Stull said. 

The bags, which support fair trade and Ke- 
nyan business, are priced at $12 and have "This is 
not a plastic bag" written on the front in Swahili. 

The women are paid $1.50 for each bag they 
produce, which accounts for approximately 120 
Kenyan shillings. While an average Kenyan makes 
less than $2 a day, these women, producing 20 



bags per day, earn $30 as a group daily. Since 10 
women work in the shop, their individual daily in- 
come averages $3, which puts them well above the 
average wage in Kenya. 

Another component of FAAST is a social jus- 
tice fair, organized to raise awareness about fair 
trade and similar causes supported by various In- 
state student groups. The fair, which features en- 
vironmental, agricultural, social action and other 
student organizations, is scheduled to take place 
at Bosco Plaza.

"We believe that the first step to mak- 
ing change is to know what's going on," Stull 
said. "Fair-traded items are the best way to 
support local farmers, and it is a big step." 

Stull said she feels blessed to have an op- 
portunity to go on a trip to Kenya this sum- 
mer. She previously spent her 2008 sum- 
mer break volunteering in Zambia and Ke- 
nya. Working with a team from K-State, Stull 
helped start a community garden in Kenya. 
This open garden provided an opportuni- 
ty for Kenyan women, mostly grandmothers 
with grandchildren whose parents died from 
AIDS, to plant food, build community and 
share information. 

Stull and the K-State group in Kenya 
were working through CTC. In addition to 
the garden initiative, CTC also provides an- 
nual medical care and employment for Ke- 
nyan women. 

Upon her return to the U.S., Stull started 
planning for another summer trip to Kenya 
to further volunteer at the garden and pro- 
vide nutrition information for the women in- 
volved. 



At K-State, Stull met Held, who planned 
on conducting her honors project in Africa. 
Held was exploring different opportunities 
for a project, and after learning that Stull had 
experience working in Africa, she suggested 
that they should cooperate in planning their 
next trip. 

Stull and Held also contacted the Epis- 
copal Church Student Group, also known 
as the Canterbury Club, and decided to join 
students from the ministry, led by Evans, for 
their trip to Africa. CTC is planned to act as a 
host organization for the K-State group. 

Stull said going to Africa for the first 
time changed her life forever, and she wants 
to continue participating in similar initia- 
tives. 

"Every day when I wake up and turn on 
the tap, I am amazed that we have running 
water because I lived a summer without [run- 
ning] water," she said. 

Stull said she became grateful for small 
things, like shoes, water and, more than any- 
thing else, opportunity. 

"If you are a woman [in Kenya] there is 
very little you can do ... to change your life," 
she said.

Smokeless tobacco products, despite 
a 30-cent tax increase, have actually de- 
creased in cost. 

"Our U.S. smokeless tobacco prod- 
ucts have dropped in price by about 80 
cents per can," said Andy Lieberum, atten- 
dant at the Wildcat BP convenience store. 
"Cigarettes have gone up by about a dol- 
lar." 

Lieberum said he has not noticed 
significant changes in purchases by non- 
smoking tobacco customers, but said 
"they're a lot happier about the savings.

"In the short run, demand will stay 
inelastic. People who are addicted now 
probably won't quit," said Lloyd B. Thom- 
as, Jr., professor of economics and head of 
the department of economics. "But in the 
long run, [demand] will decrease because 
not as many kids will smoke as a result 
of the dollar increase in price. It's a good 
tax." 

Though the future of affordable cig- 
arettes is unclear, for many students, the 
habit might be here to stay. 

"The price is getting pretty ridiculous. 
But you get addicted - you need a cigarette 
and you're going to get a cigarette," said 
Curtis Goben, senior in architecture.
